While the boat was w ell built and 
safe it was not elaborately furnish­ 
ed as are the passenger 
carrying 
craft of the present day.

traffic. 
The remodeling too as Mr. 
Blackburn remembers it was not of

Benefits o f Sunshine. 
Sunshine is a disinfectant, a puri­ 
fying and economical source of light, 
heat and comfort— A disinfectant be­ 
cause it is one of the most effective 
means of killing the harmful germs 
and bacteria that are so plentiful in 
stables. 
Besides this work of puri­ 
fying it sets iip air currents which 
help to diffues and remove the foul 
air of the stable, for when heated by 
the sun the foul air th a t has settled 
to the floor rises and if proper means 
of escape 
is afforded, 
passes out 
through the ventilators, giving place 
to I ore air. 
The sealing up of a 
stable to keep it warm is unnecessary 
for ii the rows are dry they are com­ 
fortable or a little above freezing 
arid, left to their own choice, will 
stand in an open don* or window 
' here the air is purest even though 
it be the coldest part of the barn. 
But to expose the 
cows too much 
is not best from the standpoint of 
economic feed consumption. 
it is 
best to board up and seal the stable 
to prevent drafts upon the cows that 
are stanchioned, as they are not free 
lo cvadecold currents that may en­ 
ter during a storm. 
Special openings for sunlight and 
pure air that will not create a draft 
may easily be provided by cutting 
holes in the walls ju st under the ceil­ 
ing and hinging window sashes into 
them so that the sash swings in from 
the top, leaving an adjustable open- 
to evade cold c u r r e n ts that may en­ 
ter. 
The triangular openings at the

Some people have asked me about 
p asturing their 
wheat, which has 
m ade a r a n k growth this fall, due 
to the favorable weather. It is quite 
a tem ptation to utilize this growth 
for feeding, hut 
this can only be 
doneat the probable expense of

crop to be harvested next year. 
Ex­ 
periments in pasturing w heat indi­ 
cate that a loss of one or two bushels 
per acre play lie expected even with 
light pasturing in the fall and winter, 
while if the stock is left on in the 
spring the loss is greater. 
The fall 
growth is useful as a protect Ion for 
the plants against alternate freezing 
and thawing. When the weather gets 
cold and th e tops wilt down, it af­ 
fords considerable protection. 
Th! 
young growth is very watery a 
gives a relatively small a m o u n t of I 
nourishm ent, so that really little feed 
is secured by pasturing. 
Ordinarily, I 
w heat goes into winter with less top 
t h a n it needs, because it is necessary . 
to sow* late in order to avoid injury ! 
from tho Hessian fly.

Preventing Worms In Pigs. 
I have had some inquiries about 
treating pigs for worms. 
Copperas 
is commonly used for this, which is 
quite cheap. . Treatment is as fol­ 
lows: 
Mix copperas, which is sul­ 
phate of iron, in the slop for fife suc­ 
cessive days at the rate of one dram 
of dry copperas for each IOO pounds 
in weight of pigs. 
The copperas is 
best used by dissolving in water first 
and mixing it in slop. 
It is well to 
repeat this remedy about once 
a 
m onth during the summer and fall. 
One pound of copperas costs 10 cts. 
and is enough for one dose for IOO 
pigs 
weighing about 
IOO pounds 
each. 
The pigs should be hungry 
when fed this dose and should be fed 
r a th e r lightly during the days that 
tr e a tm e n t is given. 
It is unnecessary to keep dosing 
pigs or any stock continuously to 
help them resist disease or parasites. 
II animals are given pure water and 
plenty of suitable feed and good care 
so as to keep them In vigorous health 
they will thrive as well as it is pos­ 
sible for t h ^ n to do. 
If they are sick 
or have worms, lice or oth er p a ra ­ 
sites, special treatment 
to correct 
the trouble is needed temporarily. 
When they are again in good health 
fu rth e r treatment 
is unnecessary. 
Many pigs are lousy now and this 
prevents them from 'thriving.

can ire quickly 
freed from lice 
by 
dipping 
or sprinkling 
thoroughly

Difference in Quality Is Dependent 
Largely Upon the Time of 
the 
First Flitting— Yield Affected by P ol­ 
lination 
and Inset; 
Injury— 'The 
Bumble B ee Theory.

Clover hulling is just about over,, 
and the 
yields of 
various fields 
throughout 
each neighborhood are 
pretty fresh in the minds of all. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, now is an opportune time 
to look hack and endeavor to explain 
so far as possible the cause for the 
varying yields, and to establish the 
factors upon which large yields are 
dependent. 
The “clover seed” end of farming 
has long been and is even yet quite 
neglected Of all the branches of a g ­ 
riculture this has been perhaps one 
of the least understood, and, as is but 
natural u n d e r such conditions, both 
success and failure has long 
considered in this connection 
matter largely of chance. So 
understanding is not likely to 
come until 
the farmer 
sits 
down to “ figure it out," and 
now is just as good or a better time 
than any. 
Chitting Date I m p la n t. 
During the last six weeks I have 
seen at least 
a hundred farmers. 
Everywhere I have gone and with 
everyone I have met, I have taken up 
' this quesetion 
of clover 
seed and 
have repeatedly questioned the fa rm ­ 
ers concerning the various yields in 
their locality. 
I have been particu­ 
lar to inquire into the conditions ac­ 
com p an y in g these various yields, and 
I from all the information thus 
ac­ 
quired— from the unanimity of every 
answer— it is very evident that the 
success of the clover seed crop Is de­ 
p e n d e n t upon one factor more than 
all others combined. 
I refer to the 
date of cutting the first crop. W ith­ 
out a single* exception the farmers 
have told me that the man in their 
neighborhood who cut his clover e a r ­ 
liest obtained the largest yield of 
seed. 
Nor was this only true of this 
one year, for many have gone so far 
in thesolution of the problem 
to 
have observed th at this is but of 
usual occurrence. Many have stated 
that they have noticed this repeated­ 
ly, and have gradually come to ex­ 
pect such results, but few of these 
have understood the reason why. 
’ 
To omit from our consideration 
all 'effects 
of seasonal 
influences 
which of course can never be con­ 
trolled, the yield of clover seed can 
he said to depend practically entire­ 
ly upon two factors, thus: 
First, 
pollination, and second, 
insect 
In­ 
jury. 
Study Is Demanded. 
Obviously the yield of clover seed 
is first dependent upon how many 
seed are formed, or "set” as it often 
expressed, and since this is a much 
more complicated problem than In 
thecaseof corn o any other crop, it 
demands ,our closest study and con­ 
sideration. 
W ith corn the pollen, , 
the fertllzin.g element, Is carried by 1 
■the wind; with clover, it is carried 1 
by insects, chiefly the bumble hee, 1 
and to some extent by long tongued 
honey l*?es. 
Though 
it was once 
generally 
thought th a t perhaps other insects 
were able to carry the pollen from 
one clover plant to another, it Is 
now a practical certainty that 
the 
bumble Ice is the most important 
insect in this respect, and hence It 
follows th at the number of clover i 
heads “ fertilized”— the number of I 
heads that “ set” seed 
is first of | 
all dependent 
upon

abundance of tho humble bee.

It is located on the second floor of 
the Woman’s building, and from the 
long French windows one has a flue 
view of the south campus.

ing room is finished in the colonial 
style with white trim and mahogany 
finish doors.

six persons. 
One of the unique and 
attractive features of the room is a 
wooden screen six 
feet high 
that 
serves to separate the counter where 
the food is served from the dining 
room proper. 
Besides the dining room Is a dish­ 
washing 
room and 
kitchen. 
The 
equipment is very complete and con­ 
sists of an electrical elevator, dish­ 
washing machine potato peeling ma­ 
chine, gas ranges, large work ta­ 
llies, sinks, cup boart rn, steam heated 
soup kettle and vegetable cooker, 
coffee urns, plate and cup warmers, 
steam tallies, refrigerators for stor­ 
age and for the serving of salads,cold 
desserts and Ice creams, as well as 
various hand power machines and la­ 
bor saving devices, such as potato 
masher, slicer, French fry cutter, and 
Ice chopper. 
The dining room seats about one 
hundred, but the service is continu­ 
ous for an hour and an average of 
two hundred per day are served dur- 
the tty* school years with the except­ 
ion of Sundays and national holidays.
